Draftees Are Rated on 
Learning Ability By Test 


One. of n scries taking a draftee _ 


into Uncle Sum's new army

WASHINGTON - John Q. Citizen 
rafted into the army and spending 
a few testing days at an army recept- 
on center, enrly in his stay goes be- 
ore an officer who acts as "inter- 
'icwcr." 
He and perhaps 100 other men are 
o, b.e submitted to an intelligence test, 
"t provides a quick and reliable classi- 
'ication of men, according to their gen- 
eral capacity to learn. It does not 
profess to test such qualities as honcs- 
.y, truthfulness, courage, etc. 


Each man is handed a sheet. The 


test material is so arranged that a 
man may reply to questions by mark- 
ing on an- answer sheet. 


The papers are later scored by an 


ingenious set of stencils, so that noth- 
ing, is left to personal judgment. The 
scoring is practically automatic. One 
hour is usually allowed for this test 
There is another set of test cards for 
illiterates or for men who speak onlj 
a foreign language. 
* 


The grade a man earns in these tests 


furnishes a fairly reliable index of his 
ability to learn; to think quickly anc 
accurately; to analyze a situation; t( 
maintain a state of mental alertness 
and to comprehend and follow instruc 
tions. 


Grades arc as follows: 
Grade 1—Very superior intelligence 
"his is earned by about seven in ev 
ry 100. 'Indicates men of high ol 
iccr type, if they also possess leac 
rship and education. 
Grade 
2 — Superior 
intelligenc

WASHINGTON-^ WV-Reports cifcu- 


lated in diplomatic quarters Sunday 
night that Adolf Hitler was planning 
"within the next day or two" to .pre- 
sent the terms on which Germany 
would end the European war. 


One version was that Hitler would 


make n "peace address," which pre- 
sumably would set forth Germany's 
terms, before a special session of the 
Reichstag. 


Asked about the report, State De- 


partment officials said they had no 
official 
information but that they 


had heard "a rumor" Hitler planned 
an address on peace to the German 
people. 


They said the State Department had 


not already received Germany's pro- 
posed peace terms, as some London 
newspapers 
reported. The

Sunday Dispatch said rHitler had dis- 
patched "peace terms" to Washington 
through the American embassy in 
Paris. These terms were said to be 
that the "undefeated and unconquer-

They returned 
with Maryland licenses and filed ap- 
plications with the Basic Science Board 
for Arkansas licenses under the "re- 
ciprocal Clause. The board has not 
met since then. 


Suit Will Be Filed 


Mr." ^ebauer, informed of the gov- 


ernor's announcement, said the Basic 
Science Board will file an injunct- 
ion suit against Dr. Grow soon to re- 
strain him from practicing. 


"One of those who went to Maryland 


to take the examinations in the com- 
plexities of the basic sciences could 
not furnish proof that he completed 
a high school education," Dr. Ge- 
bauer said. 


Previous Opinion Recalled 


Governor Bailey said thaT, when
